The Farmers Greatly Agitated — 
What Some of the Newspapers 
Say on the Subject. 

London, Dec. 14. — The feature of home 
speculations during the week has been 
the development of a marked advocacy 
of protection. The demands for ft change 
in the fiscal policy of country from free 
trade to protection, in one guiso or an- 
other, have been more or less frequent 
for the past year or so. But the unex- 
pected degree of prominence which the 
matter attained during the week lias 
opened the eyeB of the politicians to the 
extent to which the antagonism to free 
trade haB spread in the provinces. 
The cattle show at the Agricultural hall, 
Islington, has been the occasion for 
mustering in London of hosts of repre- 
sentatives of every branch of industry 
connected with husbandry, and the 
cabinet ministers have been over- 
whelmed with deputations urging them 
to take steps to prevent British agricul- 
ture from being wiped out by foreign 
competition. The course suggested to 
the government is a tariff upon a var- 
iety of imports. 

The Marquis of Salisbury, replying to 
onefef these deputations, said that ho 
could not hold out the slightest pros- 
pect of protection, and explained that 
iiis famous speech at Hastings in 18!)2 
was misunderstood. He added that 
when he denounced Cohdenism and 
urged the country to nrm for an attack 
upon the wall of tariffs he never believ- 
ed or expected a restoration of protec- 
tion. This, with the replies of other 
ministers, wits an extreme disoppoint- 
ment to a great nuniberof theirsupport- 
ers, and the severe criticisms of some of 
the sturdiest Conservative organs which 
followed created a sensation. 

The St. James' Gazette congratulates 
the ministers upon pleasing the Radical 
press, " whose caress," it says, " may 
console Lord Salisbury for the distinct 
chilliness of the Unionist papers." 

The Standard remarks: " Under a 
minister thus pledged to frsc trade, the 
fannero should have free trade in the 
matter of sugar, i.e., liave fair competi- 
tion against foreigners. Foreign gov- 
ernments should be informed that un- 
less they cease paying a bounty on sugar 
a duty equal to that bounty will be 
levied on it at our ports." 

The Morning Post says : " Lord Sal- 
isbury would bo far more in touch with 
the sentiments and wishes of the masses 
if he defended and expanded his protec- 
tion remarks at Hastings, The bent of 
public opinion is directed strongly and 
(irmly to a speedy annexation of the 
fiscal system which only hurts those 
who employ it."

Constantinople, l3ec. 14.— The extra 
Austrian guard ship Sebenico, a 900 ton 
gunboat, carrying four guns of fair cali- 
bre and two quick-tiring guns, has ar- 
rived here. 

A new irade has been issued in con- 
nection with the work of reform in 
Asiatic Turkey, in order that those found 
guilty of murder, arson, pillage or theft 
shall be prosecuted inexorably and pun- 
ished in the most severe manner. The 
irade also oiders the troops to repress 
all disorders by force of arms, and that 
armed persons shall be amenable to 
martial Jaw. 

It became known to-day that the Brit- 
ish gunboat Dryad, the second guard- 
ship for the British embassy here, had 
a very exciting time while passing 
through the Dardanelles. When she 
approached the forts of Kum Kale and 
Sediibaher, at the entrance oi t he Dar- 
danelles, their garrisons not having been 
notified that the Sultan had granted per- 
mission to the warships to pass, quickly 
manned the guns an 1 turned on the in- 
coming vessel. The commriader of the 
fort sent a bout out to meet the Dryad, 
and some time elapsed before he was 
convinced that she had a right to enter. 
Then the Dryad was allowefl to pass 
into the Sea of Marmora, on her way to 
the Bosphorus. 

Absence of news, particularly from 
Zeitoun, causes much uneasiness among 
Armenians and others here.

His 
presence on the Valkyrie III and II 
when they were beaten respectively by 
the Vigilant and Defender — in fact he 
was on board the Valkyrie II when she

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Exhortations to the Use ot Beer and 
Tobacco Issued on the 
Postal Cards. 



The Postmaster - General Explains 
That the Advertising 1 Is Being- 
Well Paid For. 



"The Victorian Postmaster-General," 
ho says the Sydney Morning Herald, 
" has a pretty quarrel on his hands. In 
preparing a new postal card issue it was 
determined to use part of the front, or 
address portion, for the display of ad- 
vertising matter. Presumably the de- 
partment, did not treat with individual 
advertisers, but accepted a tender or 
oiler from an outside linn for arranging 
the business. The firm, in pursuance 
of the arrangement, placed divers notices 
upon the curds, chiefly, it would seem, 
exhortations to the use of beer and 
tobacco of stated brands. Much dis- 
satisfaction has been tiie outcome. The 
clerk of the South Melbourne Presby- 
tery in summoning that reverend court 
together, employed, as was customary, 
the official post cards, but covered 
up the offending notices with paper, 
so as not to lend them the countenance 
of the Kirk. Conceivably the risk of 
spreading a worldly and luxurious spirit 
by means of postcards is small in the 
case of presbyters, but the clerk is pre- 
pared to be a martyr. The postal de- 
partment takes in bad part the defacing 
of its cards, and intimates that recoivers 
of them are liable to be charged letter 
rates. But the cards offend a large 
section of the population, and it has be- 
come common to hide the advertise- 
ments with strips of gummed paper. A 
deputation from different bodies has 
already been arranged in protest, minis- 
ters' associations have pronounced 
against the use of the official cards, cor- 
respondents to the press complain of be- 
ing obliged to spread the vogue of beer 
and tobacco, and it is said that 3,000 
members of temperance organizations 
will be prevented from using the new 
cards, i»ot to speak of thousands more, 
such as adherentsof the Salvation Army, 
who are not only opposed to intoxicants, 
but to tobacco as well. 

" A very large deputation, represent- 
ing all the leading Protestant churches 
and temperance organizations, waited 
upon tiie postmaster-general to protest 
against the lager beer and tobacco ad- 
vertisements. The deputation complain- 
ed that the cards were decidedly inartis- 
tic, and that the advertisements printed 
upon them were obnoxious to a large 
Bection of the people, whose scruples 
regarding the use of beer and tobacco 
were entitled to consideration. Mr. 
Duffy, in reply, admitted that the cards 
presented an inaitistic appearance, but 
that could be remedied in future. As to 
the other objections, he desired to say 
that, acting as a trustee for the whole 
of the people of the colony and not for 
any section, lie was using his utmost 
endeavors to reduce the loss upon the 
working ol the department. He had 
been offered a considerable amount for 
the privilege of advertising upon the 
postcards, and lie felt bound to accept 
it. However, he would carefully con- 
eider the matter, and put it before his 
colleagues in the cabinet. 

"About a week ago a deputation 
waited upon the Victorian Minister of 
Education and asked him to order that 
the exercise Looks supplied to school 
children should he free from advertise- 
ments. In the postal department a re- 
markable proposal is still clearly re- 
membered. It was thought that a rev- 
enue might he obtained by selling the 
right to print notices on the gummed 
side of postage stamps, and the idea was 
a good deal discussed officially before 
general ridicule overtook it and made 
its realization impossible. The New 
South Wales railway commissioners 
having been approached with a view to 
utilizing the backs of tickets, for a few 
months the tram tickets displayed on 
the reverse sundry recommendations, 
much akin to those now disturbing the 
conscience of good Victorians. It illus- 
trates the perversity of mankind that 
so much zeal should' exist forgetting ad- 
vertisements where they are not usual- 
ly intended, while official mediums ex- 
pressly designed for the enlightenment 
of the community are eschewed with 
careful diligence."

Ex-Secretarv of State Foster Blames 
land for Not Having Broken Up 
the Turkish Power.

Ann Arbor, Mich., Dec. 13. — In ex- 
Secretary of State Foster's address on 
Tuesday night on Asiatic politics he 
said: "Upon the Jiritish government 
must rest a large Bhare of the responsi- 
bility for the existence and continuance 
of the recent outrages in Asia Minor. 
But for its continuance the Turkish 
power would have been completely 
broken aB a result of a Russian war in 
1887. A considerable part of the lecture 
was taken up with the events leading up 
to and growing out of .he late war be- 
tween China and Si«pi'n. Mr. Poster 
spoke of the remarkal.- 1 " development of 
Japan along the line of civilized nations 
and her accession to them as a great 
military power. The interference of 
European [lowers in the war shows how 
intimately their interests are bound up 
in the affairs of the East, The conduct 
of England and Russia emphasizes the 
character of their respective interests. 
England feared lor her vast commerce in 
the event of war. Russia, with no com- 
merce, interfered only when Japan tried 
to become a continental power, planting 
herself in conquered territory.

H.M.S. Royal Arthur to-day joins the 
tleet of vessels searching the .North 
Pacific for the disabled Strathnevis, of 
which no tidings h:we been received 
since the ship John Gambles sighted 
her almost a month ago. The flagship 
will leave Esquimalt at o'clock this 
morning, equipped with an old fashioned 
crow's nest in her forward mast, for the 
purpose ot gaining the best poscible ob- 
servations. She goes due west from 
here, but just how far is not known, and 
is expected to return before Chtistmas. 
Of all the vessels looking for the crip- 
pled steamer, the Royal Arthur has pro- 
bably the best prospects of finding her, 
for she can work both day and night 
with the use of her powerful glasses and 
a search light unequalled on the CoaBt. 
While on the cruise she will, it is said, 
keep a sharp look6ut for H.M.S. Satel- 
lite, which is now about due from the 
South where she had broken her shaft. 
Having sail to fall back upon when her 
machinery came to grief, the Satellite, 
unlike the Strathnevis, is able to pro- 
ceed to port. One of the searching fleet, 
the Costa Rica, reached San Prancisco 
yesterday having seen nothing of the 
steamer she so much desirsd to pick up. 

1'ASSENOEItS FOB THE SOUTH. 

Pvery berth allotted on the City of 
Puebla for Victoria passengers was oc- 
cupied when that steamer left here for 
California last evening, there being a 
great many Sound people on boaid who, 
like Victorians are tailing adrantage of 
the cheap rates. The eight and live dol- 
lar fares have now been in vogue for 
some time, and as a result every steamer 
for weeks past has been crowded with 
passengers.

UECOHKS l'KUMANENT. 

The Oregon Railway & Navigation 
Company's steamship line between Port- 
land, this city and Hongkong and Yoko- 
hama, established six months ago as an 
experiment, has become permanent. 
For the past six months the experiment 
iias been tried of running monthly and 
has proved a success beyond the antici- 
pations of the promoters. On the 1st of 
the month the lirst contract expired, and 
two days ago another was signed which 
makes the line permanent. The con- 
tract is between the Oregon Railway 
& Navigation Company and Samuel 
Samuels A. Co., of Yokohama, who own 
the three vessels on the line. The Mt. 
Lebanon cleared yesterday fromi this 
port for the Orient via Honolulu, her 
cargo outward being one of the largest 
on record, the steamer being loaded to 
the limit fixed by Lloyds, and yet being 
forced to refuse cargo. Upwards of 500 
tons of freight are for Honolulu and will 
he replaced with coal there, the Mount 
Lebanon being forced on this occasion to 
coal for only half the trip in order to 
handle the Hawaiian offerings. 

THE " KI'l'INGER " AWAY. 

The sealing schooner J. Eppinger, of 
San Prancisco, cleared for Japanese wat- 
ers on Tuesday. She is the first San 
Francisco schooner to saii, and her own- 
ers expect to get the first chance at the 
herd. Special inducements have been 
held out to the crew. Sailors are to get 
50 cents each for every skin taken, and 
the hunters are to get $1.50. After a 
hunter has killed 100 seals lie will get 
$2 for every skin up to 200, and then 
$2 50 up to 250, and after that the price 
is to be $:!. Needless to say that very 
few of the hunters will secure 1(00 skins. 
The Eppinger has a crew for nine boats, 
and the skipper says that he will bring 
back a big catch. 

A PORTNIGlll .N DOCK. 

It is expected that the government 
steamer Quadra will he in dock fifteen 
days in all. The principal work to be 
done is that of replacing and straighten- 
ing the damaged plates, besides making 
good the injury the vessel's keel sus- 
tained. All the damage is external, the

" COERCION." 

There seems to be still a good deal of 
misconception relative to the position 
occupied by the Government with re- 
gard to the Manitoba school question. 
The Government is spoken of as trying 
to "coerce" Manitoba. To require a 
man or a Province or a Stale to curry 
out an agreement which he or it has 
voluntarily made, cannot be said to be 
"coercion." The Dominion Govern- 
ment, for instance, agreed to pay annu- 
ally a certain sum to the Province of 
British Columbia. Is not that Govern- 
ment bound to perform the provisions of 
that agreement ? Would it be considered 
coercion if, when the Dominion Govern- 
ment showed a disposition to repudiate 
that agreement, the people of British 
Columbia t.pplied to the Imperial Gov- 
ernment to require the Dominion to 
keep faith with British Columbia? Such 
a requirement would not certainly be 
what is generally understood as " coer- 
cion." 

Well, the denominational minority in 
Manitoba has, as have those of Ontario 
and Quebec, certain rights secured 
to them by an agreement precisely 
similar to that by which money 
subsidies are secured to the 
different provinces. The Manitoba 
Act, which is the Constitution of the 
Province of Manitoba, contains the fol- 
lowing provisions which, at the present 
time, are well worth studying by all who 
desire to form a fair and an intelligent 
opinion on the Manitoba school ques- 
tion : 

(2.) An appeal shall lie to the Govern- 
or General in Council from any Act or 
decision of the Legislature of the Prov- 
ince or of any Provincial authority af- 
fecting any right or privilege of the Pro- 
testant or Roman Catholic minority of 
the Queen's subjects in relation to edu- 
cation. 

(3.) In case any Provincial law as from 
time to time seems to the Governor-Gen- 
eral in Council requisite for the due ex- 
ecution of the provisions of this section 
is not made, or in case any decision of 
the Governor-General in Council on any 
appeal under this section is not duly ex- 
ecuted by the proper Provincial author- 
ity in that behalf, then in every such 
ease and as far only as the circuuistances 
of each ease may require, the Parliament 
of Canada may make remedial laws for 
the |due execution of the provisions of 
this section, or of any decision of the 
Governor-General in Council under this 
section. 

This is the agreement. Under that 
agreement the denominational minority 
in Manitoba (it was Protestant when the 
agreement was entered into) has the 
right to appeal to the Governor-Genera 1- 
in-Council from any Act or decision of 
•he Legislature of the Province affecting 
any -ight or privilege in relation to edu- 
cation. This is clear enough. That 
right has been admitted by Mr. Dalton 
McCarthy and by everyone else compet- 
ent to form an opinion on the subject. 
It has also been declared" by the highest 
legal tribunal in the land — the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council. It is 
seen, therefore, that Manitoba does not 
possess the exclusive right to legislate 
on matters relative to education. The 
denominational minority that feels ag- 
grieved at any Act of the Legislature 
has the right to appeal from that Act to 
the Governor-General-in-Conncil, no 
matter when that Act was passed.

There was no co- 
ercion in this, for the Legislature of 
Manitoba was perfectly free to grant ot- 
to refuse the request — to obey or to dis- 
obey the order. It refused to comply 
with the Dominion Government's re- 
quest. What was done then? Was co- 
eicion resorted to? Not at all. What 
the Government then determined to do 
v as to act as the Constitution of Mani- 
toba prescribed As " the decision of 
the Governor-General-in-Counoil " was 
not " duly executed by the proper Pro- 
vincial authority," they propose to 
submit the whole matter to the Parlia- 
ment of Canada. There is no coercion 
so far. The case of the Manitoba min- 
ority is to be decided upon by the repre- 
sentatives of the people of the whole Do- 
minion. Could anything be fairer than 
this or, less coercive ? AVe do not know 
in what shape the ease will be submit- 
ted to Parliament, but assume that it 
will be in the form of a bill granting the 
minority certain educational privileges 
similar to those which were taken from 
them by the Legislature of Manitoba, 
no one can say with any approach to 
truth that there is coercion in this. The 
case is to be submitted to the tribunal 
which the Province of Manitoba lias it- 
self chosen, and that province 
is bound to abide by the de- 
cision of that tribunal. Every 



stop taken by the Government of the 
Dominion has been in the strictest 
accordance with the Constitution of 
Manitoba. There has been no coercion 
in any of the proceedings so far, and 
there can be none except such as pro- 
vided for by Manitoba's own agreement, 
which its Government and its people 
are bound in good faith to carrv out. 



REASONABLE. 

The New York Herald takes a sensible 
and a fair view of the Venezuelan ques- 
tion. It evidently considers the howl- 
ing jingoes of the press not worth argu- 
ing with, and it docs not agree with the 
views expressed by President Cleveland 
in his message. It says : 

•' Great Britain is already in posses- 
sion up to the Sehomburgh line, and 
Venezuel 1 ..as agreed to regard the dis- 
puted territory as neutral territory. If 
anybody, therefore, is going to use force 
it. must be Venezuela, and as Great 
Britain wishes neither to use force nor 
to enlarge her territorial possessions on 
this continent, she can hardly be said to 
come into collision with the Monr 
doctrine as now stated. The President 
wants the whole matter submitted to ar- 
bitration. We are all for arbitration, 
and we believe it will presently be found 
that England will readily submit to ar- 
bitration her title to all territory save 
only that of which she has been long 
enough in possession to give her a pre- 
scriptive title."

The memorial service at Christ Church 
cathedral yesterday afternoon for the 
former bishop of tho diocese, lit. Rev. 
Dr. Hills, was largely attended the con- 
gregation including many of the older 
residents of tho city. The Bishop of 
Columbia, Ven. Archdeacon Scriven, 
Rev. Canon Beanlands, Rev. Canon 
Paddon, Rev. C. E. Sha«p, Rev. W, D. 
Barber, Rev. J. B. Haslam, Rev. J. H. 
S. Sweet and Rev. G. H. Marwood, took 
part in the service which was of a very 
impressive character. After the singing 
of the 90th Psalm, Ven. Archdeacon 
Scriven read the lesson from Wisdom 
III. Then the choir sang an appro- 
priate hymn, which was followed by a 
short address from the Bishop of Colum- 
bia. He emphasized the fact that death 
had been robbed of its sadness because 
Bishop Hill's life was one of constant 
activity and he had seen carried out the 
gi eat object for which he had come to 
this country. As a pioneer bishop he 
had had committed to his charge the 
whole Mainland as well as the Island 
and he had lived to see three diocese 
formed in British Columbia and the 
work of the church well established. The 
speaker refrained from attempting to 
give an analysis of Bishop Hills' char- 
actor, but spoke to those wdio had 
known hi;- in early days, and referred 
to having during bis own visit to Eng- 
land seen and talked with Bishop Hills 
over the bygone times in the early his- 
tory of the province. Looking forward 
to flic future Bishop Perrin asked for 
the sympathy and support of all church 
people, and hoped that the divisions in 
the church might be healed, and all 
unite in working for a common end. 
Th i concluding prayers of the burial ser- 
vice were taken by Rev. Canon Bean- 
lands, and the service ended by the 
choir's singing of the " Church's One 
Foundation," and the pronouncing of 
the benediction by tho Bishop.

A WOMEN'S HOME. 

The Old French Hospital Building Gra 
Temporarily for a Home for Aged 
and Destitute Women. 

A committee of the Jubilee hospital 
directors — composed of the presitlint 
Mr. Joshua Davies, Mr. Charles Hay 
ward and Mr, Alexander Wilson — wh< 
were empowered at the last meeting of 
the Board to make arrangements with 
Mrs. Walkem in regard to her request 
that the old French hospital might be 
used for an old women's home, held a 
meeting yesterdny. Mrs. Walkem was 
present and discussed the matter of her 
application with them, stating that she 
and several other ladies vere anxious to 
take initiatory steps towards the estab- 
lishment of a home in this city for aged 
women. The idea was to make the in- 
stitution as much self-supporting as pos- 
sible, and Mrs. Walkem consider- 
ed that if premises for a 
home were secured it would 
give a good foundation upon which to 
proceed in starting an institution that 
would do much good. There is now a 
home for old men, and she did not see 
why ageil women should not have due 
consideration just as much as the old 
men. 

The committee consented to grant 
Mrs. Walkem the free use of the old 
French hospital and grounds for six 
months for the establishment of tlu- 
home for aged and destitute women. 
The building is at present unoccupied, 
and the committee considered that they 
C0U16 1 very pr< >erly allow it to be put to 
good use rath* than allow it to remain 
vacant.

THE COURTS OF LAW. 

A Large Batch of Applications in the Cham- 
bers Court Yesterday. 

There was an unusually heavy list of 
chamber cases yesterday before Mr. Jus- 
tice Walkem, the sittinjj lasting till 
nearly 1 o'clock. 

In Nelson & Fort Sheppard railway v. 
Jerry et el. the motion to set aside notice 
of trial was dismissed with costs. Mr. 
E. V. Bodwell appeared for plaintiffs 
and Mr. W. J. Taylor for defendants. 

Application was made in J. Clark, jr., 
v. Pemberton and Ward for leave to 
amend the statement of defence by add- 
ing the plea that the sale of the schooner 
Enterprise under mortgage was ratilied 
and confirmed by plaintiifs. This was 
adjourned until to-morrow, to come on 
before Mr. Justice Drake. Mr. A. L. 
Belyea for plaintiff ; Mr. A. P. Luxton 
for defendants. 

The action of Cowan v. Macaulay was 
dismissed. The case was for damages 
alleged to have been sustained by plain- 
tiff by reason of defendant having in the 
action of Macaulay v. Cowan filed a lis 
pendens. The ground on which the 
action was dismissed was that the cause 
of action, if any, bad not yet arisen, as 
the case of Macaulay v. Cowan was still 
pending ; the court order was also made 
that the trial of Macaulay v. Cowan be 
held on Monday, December 23. Mr. R. 
Caesidy for Macaulay; Mr. E. V. Bod- 
well and Mr. George Powell for Cowan. 

There were several applications in the 
Landsberg cases. In Gault Bros. v. F. 
Landsberg, Mrs. Landsberg and Joseph 
Marymont, application by Mr. Duff on 
behalf of Landsberg that plaintiffs give 
security for costs was dismissed with 
costs. Mr. Duff also made application 
for the names and addresses of plaintiffs. 
This was adjourned sine die, proceedings 
having been stayed by a previous order 
made by Mr. Justice "Crease, that plain- 
tiff give security for the costs of Mrs. 
Landsberg and Marymont. 
In Gault Bros. v. F.Landsberg,Mr. Deff 
applied to set aside the judgment and 
all proceedings taken under it, on the 
ground that the writ of summons was 
irregular. The application was directed 
to stand over till Tuesday. The motion 
to commit F. Landsberg to jail stands 
over till this is disposed of. Mr. A. L. 
Belyea appeared for plaintiffs. 

The motion on behalf of the Kaslo &. 
Slocan railway for an injunction against 
the Nakusp it Slocan railway was yes- 
terday enlarged by Mr. Justice Drake 
till Tuesday to enable defendants to tile 
affidavits in reply, with liberty to all 
parties to cross-examine on the affidav- 
its. Mr. E. 1'. Davis, Q.C., for defend- 
ants ; Mr. W. J. Taylor for plaintiffs. 



ALASKAN JUSTICE. 

An Unusual Plea cf Justification Introduced 
in an American Court. 

Murders and whiskey cases in about 
equal proportions made up the docket at 
the sessional court just closed In Alaska 
when the Al-Ki took her departure from 
the North for Victoria. The trial of the 
three Indians held for the killing of J. 
I'. Williamson and Victor Wyborg be- 
low Ivilhsnoo in early May, was the last 
case on the list; the victims of this 
tragedy were white traders who by sup- 
plying the natives of Killisnoo with rye 
whiskey and oochinoo until they were 
well nigh mad, practically brought on 
their own doom. The trial resulted in a 
verdict of manslaughter, sentence being 
deferred. The young Chilcat murderer, 
Sbkake, was convicted after a very short 
trial and sentenced to be hanged in 
June; Kootskh, the Klawack Indian 
who killed his sister, entered a plea of 
guilty by the advice of his counsel, Mr. 
C. S. Johnson, and was sentenced to 
lifteen months' imprisonment. 

In connection with this last mentioned 
case the defence elaborated the excuse 
originally put forward by the prisoner 
that his "sister was it witch, and there- 
fore had to die. Through Mr. Frank 
Murry — who probably knows more about 
the Kakes than any other white man in 
Alaska — it was contended that Kootskh 
was not altogether responsible for his 
actions at the time of the killing. After 
repeatedly refusing to kill his sister he 
was made insanely drunk on hootchi- 
noo, the rifle placed in bis hands, and 
nearly every member of the tribe g jaded 
him on with threats anil taunts to do the 
deed. The squaws were particularly 
loud in their demonstrations, calling 
him a woman, which to a Kake is the 
most insulting epithet known. Itshould 
be said that when a equaw of the Kake 
tribe is pronounced a witch by the med- 
icine man she is at. once ostracized and 
can not mingle w'th other members o! 
her trine. Her family regards it as a 
terrible disgrace, which can only be 
wiped out bv the death of the accused . 
Stranger still, the woman thus branded 
considers herself accursed and her early 
death inevitable, and in this case impor- 
tuned her brother time and again to kill 
her and remove the stain from the fam- 
ily escutcheon. In all such cases 
the customs and traditions of the tribe 
ni."ke the eldest brother the executioner. 

The American court held that the 
prisoner being thoroughly imbued with 
these traditions of his tribe was not 
guilty of murder in the first degree — 
hence the lightness of the penalty — a 
decision the wisdom of which is general- 
ly denied Ly residents of the territory, 
who see the door of tribal law held open 
to excuse the commission of many an- 
other horrible crime.

Miss Mary I'hilbronk Admitted to tho Bar 
After a Long Fight. 

After a fight lasting IS months Miss 
Mary Philbrook of 15-1 Magnolia av- 
onuo, Jersey City, has succeeded in get- 
ting herself admitted to tho bar of Now 
Jersey. Miss Philbrook is the first wom- 
an totako tho examination iu that state, 
and beforo she could make even so much 
progress sho had to fight tho supreme 
court through tho legislature and prac- 
tically force the justices of that court to 
grant tho required permission; The ex- 
amination, though rigid, did not bother 
tho young woman, and sho passed with 
high honors and today is tho only wom- 
an lawyer in tho stato of Now Jersoy. 

Miss Philbrook is tho daughter of a 
lawyer and has a brother who is a law- 
yer. Sho has been interested in all 
tthings pertaining to tho law for years, 
and with the idea of studying for amuse- 
ment rather than for profit sho entered 
tho oflico of Corporation Attorney James 
F. Minturn of Hoboken several years 
ago. In addition to her regular work 
sho read lawbooks and studied compli- 
cated cases that came into the oflico un- 
til sho became so thoroughly conversant 
with law that on tho advice of her em- 
ployers sho decided to make application 
to tho supremo court for admission to 
tho bar. 

Sho made tho application at Trenton 
iu February, 1894, and Justico Depow 
promptly refused to allow her to take 
tho examination on tho ground that 
there was no law in tho stato providing 
for tho admission of women. Nothing 
daunted, Miss Philbrook started iu sin- 
gle handed to fight tho supremo court. If 
thoro was no law for tho admission of 
women, sho argued, thcro should bo ono, 
and sho drew ifp a bill herself covering 
tho point, which bill sho succeeded in 
having presented to tho legislature. 

Sho spent almost all hor time in Tren- 
ton working for hor bill, and when the 
bill was turned ovor to a legislative 
committee sho obtained permission to 
appear boforo the commission and argue 
in its favor. She did go boforo tho com- 
mitteo and made a speech tho result of 
which was tlsat tho bill went through, 
and then Miss Philbrook filed her ap- 
plication onco more, and this time sho 
was informed that sho might take tho 
examination. 

The young woman began tho exami- 
nation on Tuesday and finished it on 
Wednesday afternoon. Thursday morn- 
ing it was announced that sho had suc- 
cessfully passed both tho oral and writ- 
ten examinations, and shortly after noon 
sho was sworn in. 

Miss Philbrook is a tall, slim young 
woman, with black hair and sparkling 
black eyes. Slv.i is modest, and when a 
reporter saw hor yesterday afternoon sho 
was not at all eager to talk about hor 

"I understand that I am tho first wo- 
man lawyer in tho state of New Jersey, ' ' 
sho said, "and I am very proud of it; 
bat, abovo all things, I desire to avoid 
publicity. I did not go into tho thing 
with tho idea of obtaining notoriety, 
but simply because I believed that it 
was my duo, having studied law con- 
scientiously for several years. I found 
plenty of obstacles in tho way, but hav- 
ing ouco started to get thoro I realized 
that it would never do to givo up, and 
then, again, I thought it would bo good 
practice removing these obstacles, and 
I went at it in the best way I know how. 
Fortunately I was successful. 

"I bare not laid out any plans as yet, 
though I will remain in tho oflico where 
I huvo been for some time. There I will 
do all tho legal work I am called upon 
to do by my employers and shall at tho 
same timo handle as much business for 
myself as I can get. I am averse to do- 
ing court work and will confine myself 
as much as possible to oflico practice. If 
it becomes necessary at any timo, how- 
ever, for mo to enter tho courts, I shall 
not hesitato to do so. For tho present, 
though, I shall probably go on in tho 
samo way that I have for tho past year. 
Ono thing about my victory makes mo 
happier than anything olso, and that is 
that it has been my lot to open up tho 
field of law to women in the stato of 
New Jersey. That I regard as my great- 
est triumph. " 

Miss Philbrook takes an interest in 
all things pertaining to women and is a 
member of the Stato Suffrage associa- 
tion, which is now fighting for school 
suffrage iu New Jersey, Her connection 
with woman's affairs, however, sho will 
not, discuss, as she says sho has no do- 
siro to bo prominent in woman's rights 
movements.

mittee on education. Both these bills 
should huvo been discussed and voted 
upon on their merits. Tho gratification 
felt in Philadelphia ovor tho defeat of 
tho attempt to reduce tho city's share of 
tho stato appropriation is widespread, 
but it was a shame to continue tho un- 
just discrimiual 'on between male and 
fomale teachers. This is a relic of bar- 
baric inequality which tho state cannot 
longer nfford to stamp with its approval. 
— Philadelphia Record.

The demand forspacein tho Woman's 
building at tho (Jetton States and Inter- 
national exposition has been so great 
that tho woman's board has been com- 
pelled to ask for an appropriation for an 
annex. The matter hns received tho fa- 
vorah' i consideration of the ILuituco com- 
mit loo and will probably be approved 
1)}' tho executive, board. The activity 
and the amount of labor performed by 
the women of this department aro phe- 
nomenal, considering tho means sit their 
lisposal, and tho results attained so far 
aro moro than astonishing. They have 
stirred so much interest in most of tho 
states that an overwhelming demand 
for space has been niiido upon tho man- 
agement, — New York Tribune. 



PROPHECY AND HISTORY. 

To tub Editor: — Asked to reply to 
mv own queries of Sunday last I will, 
with your permission, try to do so, pre- 
mising only (II Peter i : 20), "That no 
prophecy of the scripture is of any 
private "interpretation," by which I un- 
derstand that all prophecy can be and 
ought to be variously interpreted. 

And this I find to be the case — that 
many reading for instance the Book of 
Revelation are convinced that Its whole 
bearing is upon the condition and privi- 
leges of the Church of Christ, and that 
it has no reference whatever to events 
now, and for the last 1,800 years, passing 
into history in the world around us. 

This, the spiritual view of prophecy, 
with many other "private" interpre- 
tations such as the one I venture to hold, 
has doubtless its modicum of truth; 
and so, as well, the futurist and prse- 
terist interpretations, which view the 
prophecy from opposite standpoints, and 
in a litsral sense. 

Premising which, I would reply to 
the first query, "Where are wo now? 
What saith the scripture?" by refer- 
once to 

St. John (I Ep., ii :18), " Little child- 
ren, it is the last time" (revised ver- 
sion — " the last hour"). 

St. Paul (1 Cor.,x:ll), "They were 
written for our admonition, upon whom 
the ends of the world are come" (re- 
vised version — " the ends of tho ages "). 

St. James (v: 7-D), " Be patient, there- 
fore, brethren, unto the coming of tho 
Lord." 

St. Peter (II Kp., iii :ii), " What man- 
ner of persons ought ye to be, looking 
for, and hasting unto, the coming of the 
day of God." 

Upon which I would remark that 
even in the days of the apostles, now 
nearly 1,900 years ago, themembersof the 
church of Christ were taught to live in 
daily expectation of " the second ad- 
vent " — of tho return of their Master, as 
promised by Himself (John xiv: 3), 
and by the two Persons who, at His as- 
censon, declared "This same Jesus, 
which is taken up from you into 
Heaven, shall so come, in like manner as 
ye hava seen him go into Heaven" 
(Acts i: 10-11). 

That so bright was their hope and ex- 
pectation, so near did its fulfilment 
seem, nay, so did the early church re- 
semblo many who, in these later days, 
would overleap the interval which, by 
the grace of God (II Peter, iii : > must 
elapse — that the Second Epistle to the 
Thessalonians was written expressly to 
correct the error which thus arose. 

To show that the " day of the Lord " 
(a very different thing, as we shall see, 
from " the coming of the Lord rt ) is not 
"at hand," as they had thought, that 
declension, "a falling away," would come 
first, and " that man of sin be reveal- 
ed," etc. 

It is no littlo remarkable thatthis very 
epistle — written with this object — is the 
one which asserts more strongly than 
any, St. Paul's own, and therefore the 
proper hope of the church, in respect oi 
tho advent of Christ for which we are 
looking. For he breaks out in words of 
joyful expectation in the fourth chapter: 
" For we, which are alive, and remain 
unto the coming of the Lord." 

And again, two verses later: "We 
which are alive, and remain, shall be 
caught up ... in the clouds to 
meet tho Lord in the air . . . Where- 
fore comfort one another with these 
words." 

Tho very hope and expectation which 
wo ourselves express in the solemn and 
beautiful words of our burial service: 
" We shall not all sleep, but we shall all 
be changed- in a moment — in the twink- 
ling of an eye — at the last trump."

CANADA AND HER TARIFF. 

Not an Anti-British Policy— The Impossibil- 
ity of Giving any Preference to 
Great Britain. 

Ill addressing, on November 22, a 
meeting in the Guildhall, Newcastle, un- 
der the auspices of the Newcastle and 
Gateshead Chambers of Commerce, on 
" England's commercial relations with 
Canada, the Colonic;! and India," Sir 
Charles Tupper said, regarding the effect 
of the tariff on the Mother Country: 

" When Canadian statesmen sat down 
to construct their tariffof incidental pro- 
tection they were debarred from giving 
any preference to this country, not on 
account of their own wishes, but by the 
policy ol this country. They in Canada 
knew that under the treaties which ex- 
isted and had been made by the govern- 
ment of England with Belgium and 
Germany, it was impossible to give any 
direct advantage to the trade of the 
Mother Country. But in framing thei 
policy they had great regard to the fact 
that certain leading articles came main- 
ly from England, and they consequently 
made the duties lower on those articles 
" The policy adopted, as a matter of 
necessity and self-preservation, resulted 
in increasing the trade with England in- 
stead of decreasing it, and that trade was 
'.'"S«ly greater to-day than it would have 
been if that policy of incidental Protec- 
tion had not been resorted to. In the 
year ending June 30, 1894, the imports 
to Canada were $123,474,940. The 
amount of duty per head collected was 
$3.8(1, or 15s. Gd., which was not quite so 
formidable a Bum as many people in 
this country had been led to suppose, 
and would contrast very well with the 
tariff of the United States or those of 
many European countries, During the 
last five vears of depression no less than 
$18,000,900 had been taken off the taxa- 
tion of the country by remitting the du- 
ties on certain products. The imports 
from Great Britain and the United 
States represented about S2 per cent, of 
the total imports into Canada, and he 
proposed to deal with the ligures regard- 
ing the United States and England. In 
1873 the imports from Great Britain 
amounted to $68,600,000, as against $47,- 
000,000 from the United States. 

In 1879, when his party came Lack to 
power, t hey found that, under the policy 
of free trade, the imports from Great 
Britain had fallen to under $31,000,000. 
That was certainly not indicative of ad- 
vantage to the people of this country of 
the fiscal policy which prevailed in Can- 
ada up to the time of the introduction of 
the national policy in 1879. The ex- 
ports from Great Britain had fallen more 
than one-half, but from the United 
States only from $47,000,000 to $43,000,- 
000. In 1894. the imports from this 
country had increased to $38,000,000, 
whereas thev had onlv increased 
to $53,000,000 from " the Uni- 
ted States. Canada imported from 
Great Britain most of her staple 
manufactures, and they had increased 
since the higher duties had been in 
force, or at any rate thev maintained 
their volume notwithstanding the great 
development of similar industries in the 
Dominion. The great bulk of the trade 
between Canada and the United States 
was trade in which England was not in- 
terested. In merchandise — mainly 
manufactures — Canada received from 
Great Britain $34,000,000 worth, as 
against $20,000,000 worth from the 
United States. The duty free imports 
from Great Britain were only $11,000,- 
000, as against $27,000,000 from the 
United States. Tins was because this 
raw material could not be obtained from 
the Mother Country. Tiiis was held by 
some to be discrimination against the 
Mother Country. The fact that there 
were raw materials imported by Canada, 
and which could not be obtained from 
Great Britain under any circumstances, 
at once swept away any such fallacy. 
(Hear, hear.) The customs duties had 
not had the effect of discouraging im- 
ports from this country. Notwith- 
standing the advantage of a favorable 
geographical position, the United States 
was not able to compete with the Mother 
Country, but had lost around in recent 
years under the present fiscal system of 
Canada. In support of the statement 
that the imports of this country had not 
been affected by the higher tariff to any- 
thing like the same extent at the United 
States, he quoted figures.

Just as 
he reached his own gate, the street being 
absolutely dark, two men sprang from the 
shelter of the fence and commanded 
him to throw up his hands — which by 
the way were full of parcels. Before he 
could comply he received a severe blow 
on the forehead from an instrument, 
evidently an iron bar, which felled him, 
a second blow from t lie other highway- 
man falling immediately after on his 
left car. He lost consciousness as the 
two commenced a search of his pockets. 

On regaining his senses Mr. Graham 
crawled with difficulty to his home and 
the doctor was summoned by telephone, 
finding his injuries to be very serious, 
but not likely to result fatally unless un- 
anticipated complications should arise.
